g splendid argument and showed that his mind 
was as vigorous and active asa few years ago 
when he was @ leading member of the senate. 
fis presence at the capital was welcomed by 
gil, for after his argument before the supreme 
court on Tuesday ho repaired to the 
ofice of the secretary of the senate, 
where the senators of both parties flocked 
around him to shake his hand and pay their 
respects, and even the old employes of the 
senate wlio were here with him vied with the 
gepators in welcoming him. He remembered 
ail the employes, and in speaking with thei 
calledeach by name. All of them seemed 
really to love the “old Roman.” 

As to his health, it seems very good. I saw 
him in June at his home in Columbus. He 
seems today in even better health than at that 
time. There isa flush in his cheek that was 
not so visable at that time, and his voice is un- 
doabtedly stronger. While making his speech 
before the supreme court his voice was at first 
weak but ina few moments it grew loud and 
his utterances were 
throughout the chamber. 

Judge Thurman is undoubtedly good for 
many years yet if his present condition is any 

evidence. 

There isa very bitter fight being made in 

Arkansas against representative C. R. Breck- 
Mr. Breckin- 
ridge will be remembered as the man with 
whom Mr. Blount hada rough and tumble 
fight in a democratic caucus at the opening of 
this session. He is a member of the ways 
and means committee and the son of the late 
John C. Breckinridge, of Kentucky. But his 
prospects of being returned to the fifty-fixst 
congress at present looks rather gloomy. In 
Arkansas, besides the two regular parties there 
isa union labor party which controls a very 
large vote. Inthe recent state elections his 
district gave the union labor candidate for 
governor twenty-seven hundred majority over 
the regular democratic nominee. This party 
now hasa candidate out opposing him, and 
the republicans also haye a man in the field. 
The republicans will vote solidly for their 
man,and it is feared the union Jabor party will 
make such adraw upon the democratic vete 
that Mr. Breckinbrige will sustain defeat. 

The matter became so evident to the demo- 
cratic leaders in the state that they have writ- 
ten here for him to return home at once and 
enter the canvass. Mr. Breckinridge, how- 
ever, had engagements ahead in New York 
ander the national committee, which he is 
compelled to fill, and cannot get to Arkansas 
before the 25th. Realizing the embarrassing 
position of Mr, Breckinridge, Senator Berry, 
of Arkansas, has gone home to canvassin the 
district until Mr. Breckinridge can got there. 
Senator Berry thinks it is going to be a tight 
race but hopes to carry it for Mr. Breckin- 
ridge. 

Mr. Breckinridge is now the leading orator 
onthe canal boat, Thomas Jefferson, whichis 
traversing the Erie canal from Buffalo to Al- 
bany laden with democratic speakers and cam- 
paign documents. The boat left Buffalo a few 
days ago, and will stop at all towns along the 
canal at intervals of twenty-five miles and 
whoop up for Cleveland and tariff reform. A 
brass band is on board with a battery of artil- 
iery on the bow of the boat, which is 
drawn by six white horses and decorated 
with national flags and portraits of the candi- 
dates. Mr. Breckinridge and others speak 
during the day and at night a huge stereopti- 
con illuminates the darkness with tariff 
maxims. ‘he portion of the canal traversed 
by the Thomas Jefferson is largely republican 
but asthe canal men use plenty of materials, 
such as hemp and iron work, that are enorm- 
qusly enhanced in price by reason of the tariff, 
those special subjecis will be set before them. 
The Thomas Jefferson will come through the 
canal to Albany, and then be towed to New 
York. The entire expenses of the trip, which 
will not be far from $10,000, are being borne 
by ex-Mayor John Boyd Thacher, of Albany. 

Major William H. Martin, the representa- 
tive from the second district of Texas, of 
whom so many queer stories have been printed 
this session, is a typical Texas ranchman. He 
was very green when he first reached Washi- 
ington, andthe many stories written about 
him were founded on facts. He has,however, 
ina degree recovered from his verdancy and 
haslearned the art of not talking too much. 

I had a talk with him yesterday about 
his home in Texas. He lives near 
the little town of Athens and owns 
ome of the yery choicest ranches 
inthe entire state, comprising some two or 
three thousand acres of the best grazing lands. 
Heowns about 3,000 head of cattle, a large

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THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


Senators Growing 


and tepresentatives 
Scarce in Washington. 

WASHINGTON, October 14.—By the last cen- 
sus of the senate taken Friday afternoon, 
there were fifteen members present for duty, 
while enough more to raise the aggregate 
available for emergencies to within half a 
dozen of a quorum, were known to be within 
easy call. Since then several have left the 
city. Contradictory reports ate current re- 
garding the* {prospective adjournment (all 
traceable,oddly enough, to highly authoritative 
sources), to the effect that it has been deter- 
mined to adjourn without day on Wednesday, 
on Thursday, on Saturday of this week, and 
on Monday of next week. 

In support of the two dates last mentioned it 
is argued that the members of the ways and 
means committee of the house have secured 
the services of experts in political economy, 
and are preparing a digest of the senate tariiff 
bill, which they wish to make public through 
the official channels of congress before the ses- 
sion closes. Againstall of these the statement 
of Senator Allison, who, having the tariff bil) 
in charge, is more likely than apy other mem- 
ber of either house to know the situation thor- 
oughly, can be quoted to the effect that no 
arrangement or understanding of any kind has 
yet been reached on the subject of adjourn- 
ment. The opinien is, however, almost 
unanimous that congress will adjourn, 
take a long recess, or in some _ other 
way bring the session to an end 
within the present week, and in _ this 
opinion Senator Allison is understood 
toconcur. The situation is one of consider- 
able delicacy. Shound any senator, through 
force of habit or absence of mind, demand a 
division, or otherwise develop the absence of 
a quorum, parliamentary chaos would ensue. 
Under the senate rules it would be the im- 
perative duty of the chair to send the sergeant- 
at-arms and his deputies in search of the ab- 
sentees, and until an unpaired quorum should 
be obtained, no other Sesicent, not even a 
resolution to adioun sine die, or take a longer 
recess than three legislative days, woutd be in 
order. The fact that any one wmem- 
ber of the senate may prevent ad- 
journment has led to the suggestion 
that, in deference to the constitution the 
chairman pro tempore and one member of 
each party be left in attendance to meet twice 
or three times a week, and adjonrn with the 
understanding that no legislation shall be at- 
tempted. There are members of both parties 
in the senate who still think that the tariff 
bill should be brought toa vote, but in view 
of the diflicuities they are greatlyin the mi- 
notity, and the situation is such that an ad- 
journment resolution, coming from any 
source, is likely to be unanimously adopted. 

Senator Morgan will call up for action early 
in the week the resolutions giving to the heads 
of execative departments authority, in their 
discretion, to make exhibits at Paris of articles 
belonging to their departments, and it is po:si- 
ble that some other belated measures which 
are not likely to encounter any opposition may 
be taken upin the morning hours, but the 
principal part of the time henceforth to the 
end of the session, will be devoted to speeches 
on the tariff. 

Not more than twenty-five or thirty mem- 
bers of the house of representatives are ex- 
pected to be in their seats. tomorrow. Objec- 
tion will be made to the transaction of any 
important business in the absence of nine- 
tenths of the members, and the legislative 
possibilities for the coming week are almost 
nothing. Short sessions and long recesses will 
be the prevailing order.

In the afternoon the emperor and suite 
visited the pantheon and laid a wreath upon 
the tomb of Victor Emanuel and signed the 
visitors’ book. A crowd gathered outside the 
pantheon and gave the emperor an enthusias- 
tic greciing when he came out, his homage 
to the late king making adeep impression upon 
the people and adding to his popularity. Later 
theemperorand King Humbert walked to Pin- 
cio awd Villa Borghese, On returning to the 
quirinal a reception was given to the Italian 
officers. Rain prevents the proposed illumina- 
tions. 

Emperor William has presented to the 
pope a gold snuff box, set with jewels, with 
his own portrait in the middle. 

During the interview between the emperor 
and the pope, Prince Henry arrived, coming 
twenty minutes before he was expocted. 
Monsignor was surprised and hesitant. 
Count Herbert Bismarck thereupon said 
that the Prussian prince must not be kept 
waiting at the ante room, but must be imme- 
diately announced. The emperor came out of 
the audience room a few minutes after Prince 
Henry was announced, and introduced his 
brother to the pope. It is stated that the pope, 
owing to the brevity of his interview with the 
emperor and his own discursiveness, had not 
time to say allhe wished, and was therefore 
dissatisfied. It is rumored that Emperor 
William instructed his brother to come before 
the time for the purpose of shortening his talk 
The emperor evinced little in- 
terest in the works of art in the museum of 
the Basilica of Saint Peter, always repcating 
the words “I shall return.”

POSITION OF THE PARTIES DEFINED. 
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The Democrats Making the Cost of Living” 


Lower, While the Republicans 
Seeks to Increase It, 


Cotumsves, O., October 14.--{Special.]—Fol- 
lowing is Judge Thurman’s letter of accept- 
ance, as given tothe press thisevening. The 
first draft of the Jetter was in the judge's 
handwriting and the typewriter copies showed 
only a few changes in punctaation from the 
original: 

Columbus, 0., October 12, 1888:—Hon. Patrick A. 
Collins and others, comfhittee. Gentlemen—In 
otelience to custom, I send you this formal accept- 
ance of my nomination for the office of vice-presi- 
dentof the United States, made by the national 
convention of the democratic party at St. Louis, 

When you did me the honor to call upon me at 
Columbus, and olfiicially notify me of my nomina- 
tion, lexpressed to you my sense of obligation to 
tha convention, and stated that, although I bad 
not sought the nomination, I did not feel at liberty, 
under the circumstances, to decline it. I thought 
then, as I still think, that whatever Icould prop- 
erly do to promote the re-election of President 
Cleveland I oughtto do. His adminisiration has 
been marked by such integrity, good ‘sense, manly 
courage and exalted patriotism that just apprecia- 
tion of these high qualities seem to call for bis re- 
election. 

lam a'sostrongly impressed with the belief that 
his re-election would powerfully tend to strengthen 
that fedling of fraternity among the American peo- 
ple that is so essential to their welfare, peace and 
happiness, and tothe perpetuity of the union and 
of our free institutions. 

lapprove the plaiform of the St. Louis conven- 
tion, and I cannot too strongly express my dissent 
from the heretical teachings of the monopolists 
that the welfare of the people can be promoted by a 
system of exorbitant taxation far in excess of the 
wants of the government, 

The idea that people can be enriched by heavy 
and unuecessary taxation, that man’s condition 
ean be improved by taxing him on all be wears, on- 
all his wife and children wear, on all his tools and 
implements of industry, is an obvious absurdity. To 
fillthe vaults of the treasury withan idle surplus, 
for which the government has no legitimate use, 
and to thereby deprive the people of our currency 
needed for their business and daily wauts and to 
create a powerful and dangerousstimulus to extray- 
agance and corruptionin the expenditures of the 
government, seems to me to be a policy at variance 
with every sound principle of government and of 
political economy. 

The necessity of reducing taxation to prevent 
such a accumulation of surplus revenue, and the 
consequent depletion of the circulating medium, is 
sO apparent that no party dares to deny it; but 
when we come to consider the modes by which re- 
duction may be made, we find wide antagonism be- 
tweea our party andthe monopolistic leaders of our 
political opponents. Weseekto reduce taxes upon 
the necessaries of life; our Opponents seek to in- 
crease them. 

We say, give to the masses of the people cheap 
and good clothing, cheap blankets, cheap tools and 
cheap lumber. The republicans, by the platform, 
and their leaders in the senate by their proposed 
bill, say increase taxes on clothing and blankets 
and thereby increase their cost, maintain .a high 
duty on tle tools of the farmer and mechanic and 
upon the lumber which they need for the construc- 
ticn of the modest dwellings, shops and barns, and 
thereby prevent their obtaining these necessarics at 
reasonable priccs. 

Can any sensible man doubt as to where he 
should standin this controversy? Can any well- 
informed man be deceived by the false pretense 
that a system so unreasonabie and unjust is for the 
benefit of the laboring men? 

Much is said about competition of American 
laLorers with the pauper lahor of Europe; but does 
notevery man who looks around him see and 
know that the immense majority of laborers in 
America are not cngaged in what are Called the 
protected industries? And asto those who are em- 
ployed in such industries, is it not undeniable 
that the duties proposed by the democratic 
measure, called the Millis bill, far exceed the 
difference between American and European 
wages, and that therefore, if it were 
admitted ‘Ws our working men can be pro- 
tected by ta¥iffs azainst cheaper labor, they would 
be fully protected and more than protected, by that 
bill? Does not every well informed man kuow that 
the increase in the price of home manufactures pro- 
duced by the high tariff docs not go into the pockets 
of the laboring men, but only tends to swell the 
profits of others? 

It seems to me that if the policy of the democratic 
party is plainly presented, all must understand 
that we seek to make the cost of living less, and at 
the same time lucrease the ‘share of the laboring 
man fn the benefits of national prosperity and 
growth.

A Sensational Turn to Affairs in Jackson- 
ville. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., October 14.—{Spec- 
ial.|—There was indignation in the medical 
bureau last night. The visiting corps of vol- 
unteer physicians met in solemn conclave to 
take action upon the publication of a commu- 
nication in the Metropolis, which ad- 
vocated doing away with the ser- 
vices of these plfysicians as a useless and 
reckless piece expense. Dr. B. F. 
Sheftall, of Savannah, was chosen chairman, 
and Dr. L. C. Carr, of Cincinnati, secretary. 
There were fcurteen members of the society 
present, Dr. Joseph Y. Porter, the president, 
being the only absentee. The company took 
seats, and thereupon a dissection of the com- 
inunication in question began. The operation 
could hardly be called a post-mortem exami- 
ation, fur the object of it was dead. It

signed “Jacksonville,” a fact which may ac- 
count for the general impression among these 
physicians that it was a reflection of the dom- 
inant sentiment of thiscommunity.

“It is understood that the resident 
physicians, besides their customary 
expenses, have incurred unusual pecuniary 
obligations in several ways,in the hire of 
extra equipage, will not receive any benefit 
from the magnificent contributions of the 
charitable people of the United States, not- 
withstanding they have done their full share 
of what is known as _ charity practice.

tively light. This expense is enormous, as 
each Visitor receives at the rate of about $500 
per month as follows: Salary per month at $10 

r day, $300; hire of horse, buggy and 

river at $5 per day, $150; board etc., estima- 
ted per month, $50. Total $500. To these 
itens are to be added rent of hotel, appurten 
ances, salaries of managers of restaurants, 
clerks, attaches, servants, etc. Possibly a leak 
might be stopped just here.”’ 

A big talk was. had. Then Dr. Carr of- 
fered a resolution, which was 
mously adopted, By the 
this the whole corps has resigned to a man 
with the exception of Dr. Porter from any 
further service to the city orthe people of 
Jacksonville. They will not make another 
new call; the patients already under their 
charge will be turned over to the 
resident physicians, and then the doc- 
tors will tender their services free 
of charge to Dr. Porter, the sameto be made 
use of by him in any way which he may wish. 
But they ‘shake Jacksenville once and for 
all.”” They say that they have no idea of 
practicing where they are not wanted; that 
they have made personal sacrifices to come 
here in our hour of need, but, that if we don’t 
want them they certainly don’t want us. 

it wes after midnight when the eonclave arose 
and nottill some time aftorfthat the newspaj: & 
men got hold of it. Buteven at that hour a 
delegation called at the office ofthe Times- 
Union and tried to suppress publication cf 
their action, but it was too late. Editorially 
this morning the Times-Union denounced the 
resignations as unreasonable, unwarranted 
and _precipitate. Now the doctors are 
niadder than ever. A conference was arranged 
with Dr. Neal Mitchell, however, and tonight 
the visiting decturs have agreed to hold their 
resignations in obeyance until the board of 
health shall make au explanation of the causes 
leading up to their action. They will answer 
calls as usual tomorrow, and the affair is likely 
to be settled amicably. This piece of foolish- 
ness has made the visiting physicians the 
laughing stock of the whole city today. 

The people of South Jacksonville are yery 
slow to admit that they have yellow fever 
among them. They have, up to this time, 
enjoyed remarkable immunity from it and 
seem to regard it now as a disgrace, and there- 
fore hate to acknowledge the facts. Today a 
white man, apparently a tramp, was found 
sick almost unto death in alittle hut on the 
outskirts of this suburb. Nobody lad been 
near him and he lay there apparently waiting 
to die. Dr. Kenworthy heard of the case and 
had the man removed to the hospital on this 
side the river. 

Public sentiment is rapidly crystalizing in 
favorof issuing an address to the country at 
large, calling acheck upon the contributions 
of money still coming inso bountifully. The 
auxiliary executive committee has the matter 
under consideration, but the difficulty seems to 
be in getting a soporte inade of sufticient full- 
ness and furnishing/requisite data upon which 
to base an estimate for our needs until the end 
of the epidemic.

DISCOURSES ON ‘THE PRESENT EPI- 
DEMIC OF SUICIDE.’ 


INFIDELITY THE CAUSE OF CRIME. 


A Seathing Review of the Present 
Prevalence of this Crime—How 
the Bible Presents It. 


Broox.yn, N. Y., October 14.—[Special. ]— 
At the Tabernucle this morning, the Rey. T. 
DeWitt Talmage, D.D., took for his text, 
Acts chapter I], yerses 19 and 20. “‘He drew 
out his sword, 4nd would have killed himself, 
supposing that the prisoners had been fled. 
But Paul cried with a loud voice, saying, Do 
thyself no harm.” The sermon was as fol- 
lows: 

Here is 2 would-be suicide arrested in his 
deadly attempt. He was a sheriff, and accord- 
ing to the Roman law, a bailiff himself must 
suffer the punishment due an escaped prisoner ; 
and if the prisoner breaking jail was sentenced 
to be endungeoned for three or four years, then 
the sheriff must be endungeoned for three or 
four years: and if the prisoner breaking jail 
was to have suffered capital punishment, then 
the sheriff must suffer capital punishment. 
The sheriff had received especial charge to 
keep a sharp lookout for Paul and Silas. The 
government had not had confidenco in bolts 
and bars to keep safe these two clergymen, 
about whom there seemed to be something 
strange and supernatural. 

Sure enough. by miraculous power, they are 
free, ang the sheriff, waking out of a sound 
sleep, and supposing these ministers have run 
away, and knowing that they were to die for 
preaching Christ, and realizing that be must 
therefore died, rather than go under{thetexecu- 
tioner’s axe on the morrow and suffer public 
disgrace, resolves to precipitate his own de- 
cease. But before the sharp, keen, glittering 
dagger of the sheriff could strike his heart, 
one of the unloosened prisoners arrests the 
blade by the command: “Do thyself no 


harm.” 

In olden time, and where Christianity had 
not interfered with it, suicide was considered 
honorable and a sign of courage. Demosthenes 
poisoned himself when told that Alexander’s 
ambassador had demanded the surrender of 
the Athenian orators. Socrates kil‘ed himself 
rather than surrender to Philip of Macedon. 
Cato, rather than submit to Julius Cesar, 
took his own life, and after three times his 
wounds had been dressed, tore them open and 
perished. Mithridates killed himself rather 
than submit to Pompey, the conqueror. . Han- 
nibal destroyed his life by poison from his ring, 
considering life unbearable. Lycurgus a sui- 
cide, Brutus asuicide. After the disaster of 
Moscow, Napoleon always carried with him a 

reparation of opium, and one night his servant 

eard the ex-emperor arise, put something in 
a glass and drink it, and soon after the groans 
aroused all the attendants, andit was only 
through utmost medical skill he was resuscita- 
ted from the stupor of the opiate. 
Times have changed, and yet the American 
conscience needs to be toned up on the subject 
of suicide. Have you seen a naper in the last 
month that did not announce the passage out 
of life: by one’s own behest? Defaulters, 
alarmed at the idea of exposure, quit life pre- 
cipitately. Moen losing large fortunes go out 
of the world because they cannot endure 
earthly existence. Frustrated affection, do- 
mestic infelicity, dyspeptic impatience, anger, 
remorse, envy, jealousy, destitution, misan- 
thropy, are considered sufiicient causes for ab- 
sconding from this life by Paris green, by 
laudanum, by belladonna, by Othel- 
lo’s dagger, by halter, by leap 
from the abutment of a bridge, by 
firearms. More cases of felode se in the last 
two years than any two years of the world’s ex- 
istence, and more in the last month than in 
any twelve months. The evil is more and 
nore spreading. 

A pulpit not long ago expressed some doubt 
as to whether there was really anything wrong 
about quitting this life when it became dis- 
agreeable, and there are found in respectable 
aircles people apologetic for®tiie crime which 
Paulin the textarrested. I shall show you 
before I get through that suicide is the worst 
of al! crimes, and I shall lift a warning unmis- 
takable. But in the early part of this sermon 
I wish to admit thatsome of the best Chris- 
tians that have ever lived have committed self- 
destruction, but always in dementia, and not 
responsible. I have no more doubt about their 
eternal felicity than I have of the Christian 
who dies in his bed iu the delirium of typhoid 
fever. While the shock of the‘catastrophe 
is very great, I charge ali those who have had 
Christian friends,underjcerebal aberration step 
off the boundaries of. this life, to have no 
doubt about their happiness. The dear Lord 
took them right out of their dazed and frenzied 
state into perfect safety. How Christ feels 
toward the insane you may know from the 
kind way He treated the demoniac of Gadara 
and the child lunatic, and the potency with 
which he hushed tempests either of sea or 


brain. 

Scotland, the land prolific of intellectual 
gianis, had none grander than Hugh Miller. 
Great for science and great for God. He came 
of the best Highland blood, and wasa de- 
scendant of Donald Roy, aman eminent for 
piety and the rare gift of second-sight. His at- 
tainments, climbing up as he did from 
the quarry and the wall of the _ stone- 
mason, drew forth the astonished admiration 
of Buckland and Murchison, the scientists, 
and Dr. Chalmers, the th ian, and held 
universities spellbound while he toldthem the 
story of what he had seen of God in the old 
red sandstone. 

Tiat man did more than any being that 
ever lived to show that the God of the hills is 
the God of the Bible, and he struck his tun- 
ing fork on the rocks of Cromarty until he 
brought geology and theology accordant in 
divipe we:ship, His two books entitled “‘Foot- 
prints of the Crcator” and the ‘Testimony of 
the Rocks” proclaimed the banns of an ever- 
lasting marriage between genuine science and 
revelation. On this latter book he toiled day 
and night through love of nature and love of 
God, until he could not sleep, and his brain 
gave way, and he was found dead with a re- 
volver by this sice, tho §crcel instrument 
having had two bullets—one for him and 
the other for the gunsmith who at 
the coroner’s inquest was examining it and fell 
dead. Have you any doubt of the beatifica- 
tion of Hugh Miller, after his hot brain had 
ceased throbbing that winter night in his study 
at Portobello? Among the mightiest of earth, 
among the mightiest of heaven. 
t"}No one doubted the piety of William Cc wper, 
the author of those three great hymns, ‘Oh, 
for a closer walk with God,’’ “‘What various 
hindrance we meet,” “There is a fountain 
filled with blood;’’ William Cowper, who 
shares with Isaac Watts and Charles ewes 
the chief honors. of Christian hymnology. 
hypochondria he resolved to take his own life, 
and rode to the river Thames, but found a 
man seated on some goods at the very point 
from which he expected to spring, and rode 
back to his home, an that night 
threw himself upon his own knife, but the 
blade broke; and then he hanged himself to 
the ceiling, but the rope parted. No wonder 
that when God mercifully delivered him from 
that awful dementia he sat down and wrote 
that other hyma just as memorable:

sorcerers, and whoremongers, and 
You do not believe the New Testament? 
Then, perhaps oe believe the Ten Com 
mandments: “Thou shalt not kill.”” De you 
say all these refer.to the taking of 
thre life of others? Then I ask you if you ar 
not as responsible for your own life as for the 
life of others ? God gave you a special 
in your life. He made you the alien aa 
your life as He made you the custodian of ne 
other life. He gave you as weapons with 
which to defend it two strong arms to strike 
back assailants, two eyes to watch for invasion, 
and a natural love of life which ought ever té 
be on the alert. Assassinations of others is a 
mild crime compared wtth the assassination 
of yourself, because in the latter case it is 
treachery to an especial trust, it is the serren- 
der of a castle you are especially appointed te 
keep, it ig treason toa natural law and it is 
treason to God added to ordinary murder. 

To show how God in the Bible looked upon 
this crime, I point you to the rogues’ picture 
gallery in some parts of the Bible, the pictures 
of the people who have committed this unnat 
ural crime. Here is the headless trunk of 
Saul on the walls of Bathshan. Here is the 
man who chased little David—ten feet in stat. 
ure chasing four. Here is the man whe con- 
sulted a clairvoyant, Witch of Endor. Here 
isa man who, whipped in battle, instead of 
surrendering his sword with dignity, as many @ 
man has done, asks his servant to slay him; 
and when the servant declines, then the giant 
plants the hilt of the sword in the earth, the 
sharp point sticking upward, and he throws his 
body on it and expires, the coward, the suicide. 
Here is Ahithophel, the Machiavelli of 
olden times, betraying his best friend David 
in order that he may become prime minis- 
ter of Absalom, and joining that fellow in his 
attempt at parricide. Not getting what he 
wanted by change of politics, he takes a short 
cutout of a disgraced life into the suicide’s 
eternity. There he is, the ingrate! 

Here is Abimelech, practically a suicide. He 
is with an army bombarding a tower, when @ 
woman in the tower takes a grindstone from 
its place and myo it upon his head, and with 
what life he has left in his cracked skulleg he 
commands his armor-bearer: ‘Draw thy sword 
and slay me, lest men say a womanslew me.” 
There is his post-mortem photograph in the 
book of Samuel. Butthe hero of this group 
Dr. Donne says he was a 
and we have in our day 
him. And what won- 
der, in this day when we have 
a book revealing Aaron Burr as a pattern of 
virtue, and in this day when we uncover a 
statue to George Sand as the benefactress uf 
literature, and in this day when there are be- 
trayals of Christ on the part of some of His 
pretended apostles—a betrayal so black it 
makesthe infamy of Judas Iscariot white! 
Yet this man by his own hand hung up for the 
execration of all the ages, Judas Iscariot. 

All the good men and women of the Bible 
left to God the decision of their earthiy ter- 
minus, and they could have said with Job, 
who had a right to commit suicide if any man 
ever had—what with his destroyed property, 
aud his body all aflame with insufferable car- 
buncles, and everything gone from his home 
except the chief curse of it, a pestiferous wife, 
and four garrulous people valting him with 
comfortless talk while he sits on a heap of 
ashes scratching his scabs with a piece of 
broken pottery, yet crying out in triumph: 
‘All the days of my appointed time will 
I wait till my change come.’’ 

Notwithstanding the Bible is against this 
evil, and the aversion which it creates by the 
loathsome and ghastly spectacle of those who 
have hurled themselves out of life, and not- 
withstanding Christianity is against it, and the 
arguments and the useful lives and the illus 
trious deaths of the disciples, it is a fact 
alarmingly patent that suicide is on the in- 
crease. 

What is the cause? I charge upon infidelity 
and agnosticism this wholething. If there be 
no hereafter, orif that hereafter be blissful 
without reference to how we live or how we 
die, why not move back the folding doors be- 
tween this world and the next? And when 
our existence here becomes troublesome, wh 
not pass right oyer into Elysium? Put thig 
down among your most solemn reilections, 
and consider it afterfjyou ‘go to your homes; 
there has never been a case of suicide where 
the operator was not either demented, and 
therefore irresponsible, or an infidel. I “hal- 
lenge all the ages, and I challenge the whole 
universe. There never has been a case of self- 
destruction while in full appreciation of his 
immortality and of the fact that that immortal- 
ity would be glorious or wretched according ag 
he accepted Jesus Christ or rejected Him. 
You say it is a business trouble, or you ma 
sayfit is electrical currents, or it is this, or it 
that, or it is the other thing. Why not go 
clear back, my friend, and acknowledge that 
in every case it isthe abdication of reason or 
the teaching of the infidelity which practically 
says: “If you don’t like this life get 
out of it, and you will land either 
in annihilation, where there are no 
notes to pay, no persecutions to suffer, no gout 
to torment, or you will land where there wilt 
be everything glorious and nothing to pay for 
it.”’ Infidelity has always been apologetic for 
self-immolation. After Tom Paine’s ‘Age of 
Reason” was published and widely read there 
was a marked increase of self-slaughter, 

A man in London heard Mr. Owen deliver 
his infidel lecture on socialism, and went 
home, sat down and wrote these words: 
‘Jesus Christ is one of the weakest characters 
in history, and the Bible is the greatest 
ble deception,” and then shot himself. David’ 
Hume wrote these words: “It would be noe 
crime for me to divert the Nile or the Danube 
from its natural bed. Where, then, can be 
the crime in my diverting a few drops of biood 
from their ordinary channel?” And, hay- 
ing written the essay, he loaned t 
to a friend, the friend read it, wrote a letterof 
thanks and admiration, and shot himself. 
Appendix to the same book. 

Rousseau, Voltaire, Gibbon, Montaigne, un- 
der certain circumstances, were apologetic for 
self-immolation. Infidelity puts up no bar to 
people’s rushing out from this world into the 
next. They teach us it does not make any dif- 
ference how you live here or go out of this 
world, you will land either in an oblivious no- 
where or a glorious somewhere. And infidel- 
ity holds the upper end of the rope for the sui- 
cide, and aimsthe pistol with which a mau 
blows his brains out, and mixes the strychnine 
for the last swallow. If infidelity carry 
the day and persuade the majority of le jn 
this country that it does not make any differ- 
ence how you go out of the world you will land 
safely, the Hudson and the East rivers would 
be so full of corpses the ferryboats would be 
impeded in their progress, and the 
erack of a  suicide’s l would 
be no more alarming than the rumble of a 
street car. 

I have sometimes heard it discussed whether 
the great dramatist was a Christian or not. I 
do not know, but I know that he considered 
appreciation of a future existence the might- 
iest hinderance to self-destruction: 

“ uld bear the whips and scorns of time, 
i: coms wrong, the oened man’s contumely, 
The pangs of despised love, the law's delay, 

The inso.ence of office the s 8 
That patient merit of the unworthy 
When he bh f might his quietus make 
With a bare bodkin? Who would fardels bear,

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The Democratic Outlook. 

The democratic situation as we diagnose 
it is this: 

The south, New York, and New Jersey 
are for Cleveland and Thurman. We con- 
sider New York and New Jersey as safe as 
Virginia or North Carolina. 

The electoral vote will stand on this 
basis: For Cleveland, the south 153, New 
York 346, New Jersey 9, total 193; necessary 
to an election, 201. The assured Cleveland 

states therefore leave him 4 votes short of a 
majority. The 3 heeded votes he will get 
from either Indiana, Connecticut or Michi- 
gan. ° 

We have great faith iv Indiana, less faith 
in Connecticut and still less in Michigan. 
The democrats have immense advantage in 
this. They need only one of the thregdoubt- 
ful states, while the republicans need them 
all. The democrats can concentrate on 
either of the three and win if they cap- 
ture that one. The republicans must fight 
for all three of the states, and will lose un- 
less they capture all three. 

To review the above somewhat, we con- 
sider New York safe, because it is an over- 
whelmingly democratic state. . A dozen 
causes of democratic defection and disaffec- 
tion combined to cut Cleveland’s vote and 
increase Biaine’s vote in 1884. Not one of 
these causes exists today. ‘The democracy 
is united on Cleveland and on Hill, and the 
fight over local candidates will only serve to 
bring out a fuller vote. A full vote in New 
York city and Brooklyn means a big demo- 
cratic majority. The registration points to 
a very full vote, and the best judges look 
for a democratic majority below Harlem 
river of 90,000. This, majority it will be 
impossible to overcome north of the river— 
even admitting that the tariff reform agita- 
tion does not affect the republican rural 
voters. We have full and abiding confi- 
dence in the skill and management of Gov- 
ernor Hill, and he realizes, of course, that 
it will mean ruin to him if Cleveland 
should be beaten—or, indeed, if Cleveland 
should run materially behind the state 

ticket. Governor Hill will see to it that 
there is no knifing done and that everything 
runs together. 

New Jersey is as safe a democratic state 
as New York in proportion to its popula- 
tion. The local elections of last week show 
unexpected democratic gains and indicate 
at least that there is no falling off to be 
expected in the democratic vote. 

As for the rest, we feel confident the dem- 
ocrats will carry Indiana. The party is 
united, enthusiastic, splendidly led and or- 
ganized from way-back.

~ Tho Cotton Movement, 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton movemeut, 
gays that for the week ending October 12 
the total receipts have reached 250,644 bales 
against 100,563 bales last week, 128,309 
bales the previous week and $9,677 bales 
three weeks since, making the total receipts 
since the first of September, 1888, 744,143 
bales, against 1,182,838 bales for the same 
period of 1887, showing a decrease since 
September 1, 1888, of 438,695 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
105,633 bales, of which 76,397 were to Great 
Britain, 16,570 to France and 12,666 to the 
rest of the continent, 

The total sales for forward delivery for 
the week are 527,900 bales. For immediate 
dclivery the total sales foot up this week 
16,176 bales, including 7,772 for export and 
8,104 for consumption. The imports into con- 
sinental ports haye been 2,000 bales. There 
has been a decrease in the cotton ir sight 
of 739,252 bales, as con:pared with the same 
date of 1887, a decrease of 261,3€0 bales as 
compared with the corresponding date of 
1886 and a decrease of 264,071 bales as com- 
pared with iss5, 

The old interigg stocks have increased 
during the week 37.702 bales and are 42,525 
bales less than at the same period last year.

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1858, are 868,135 bales;

292,101 bales, the balance going to increase 
the stocks at the interior towns. Last year 
the receipts from the plantations for the 
same week were 308,457 bales and for 1886 
they were 262,665 bales. 

The decrease in amount in sight as com- 
pared with last year is 499,513 bales, the 
decrease as compared with 1886 is 50,679 
bales and the decrease from 1885 is 100,391 
bales. 

The Chronicle says that the market for 
future delivery at New York was unsettled 
and irregular for the week under review. 
The feature was the steady decline in op- 
tions for October, due to some irregularity 
in quotations for cotton’on the spot, low 
grades being rated higher than they would 
sell at. A revision of spot quotations on 
Wednesday after ’change ca@used on Thurs- 
day a smart advance for October. The win- 
ter and spring months became more active 
on Tuesday, and prices advanced smartly, 
on an adverse crop report from New Or- 
leans and a rumor that the bureau report 
would prove unfavorable; but this report, 
when made public on Wednesday, was bet- 
ter than expected, and being generally re- 
garded as substantially correct, except in its 
figure for Texas, (which it is believed is 
placed too low) caused a selling movement 
in which the advance of Tuesday was whol- 
ly lost. Thursday, the later months, after 
a weak opening, became active and buoy- 
ant, on the report of heavy rains in the At- 
lantic states and the predictions of an early 
frost by the federal signal service, Friday 
an early advance, in sympathy with a 
stronger Liverpool report, was followed by 
a sharp decline under sales to realize, end- 
ing with a recovery on a demand to cover 
contracts. Cotton on the spot was rather 
dull all the week. Quotations were reduced 
8-16c on Monday and changed from old to 
new crop on Tuesday, involving a nominal 
decline of }¢c, though practically unchanged. 
After ‘change on Wednesday a revision of 
quotations was posted, reducing low grades 
of white 1-16¢ to 5-16c and stained $c to 
5-16e, in addition to the decline of 1-16c on 
the regular market. 

The Chronicle’s advices by telegraph indi- 
cate that under the influence of generally 
favorable weather conditjons picking and 
marketing have made good progress. Light 
frosts are reported in some sections, but 
without damage.

Brother Blaine’s Trusts. 

jrother Blaine is the -heartiest cam- 
paigner that ihe republican party can boast 
of. lieisa loud talker andan excellent actor, 
but recently he has been overdoing his part. 
In his Portland speech, delivered shortly 
after his arrival in this country from Europe, 
he remarked that the trusts ‘“‘are largely 
private affairs, with which neither President 
Cleveland nor any private citizen has any 
particular right to interfere.”’ 

These remarks, widely copied and com- 
mented on, carried consternation into the 
republican campaign headquarters. It was 
a bold and uncompromising announcement, 
and it was calculated to commit the repub- 
lican party to a species of combination more 
obnexions than any which he monopolists 
have invented. 

Fifteen days afterward Brother Blaine, 
warned by letters and telegrams from the 
republican managers, made this statement 


at Foxcroft in Maine: “I sald in my speech 


vantages or disadvantages of trusts, what- 
ever they might be, nor shall [now. They 
have no place in anational campaign. They 
are state issues.’’ 

This isa decided advance on the part of 
Brother Blaine. What at Portland was 
‘largely a private affair,’’? becomes at Fox- 
croft a state issue. This would seem to be 
a sufficient change for one man to make in 
his views, but it did not suit the national 
committee, for we observe that Brother 
Blaine, in his western campaign, has, in 
response to the conimands of the republican 
committee, entirely revised his views about 
the trusts. 

At Portland they were “‘private affairs;’’ 
at Foxcroft they were state issues; but at 
Goshen, in Indiana, where Brother Blaine 
has recently been campaigning, they take on 
another hue and color. They become vile 
and indecent, so to speak, and Brother 
Blaine goes so far ‘as to say that they (the 
trusts) ‘are levying countless millions upon 
the pockets of all the consumers of this 
country.’’ But thisis not all. He goes on 
to say that the trusts are completely influenc- 
ing legislation and shaping the policy of the 
government; and these conflicting state- 
ments and rumors go to show that Brother 
Blaine is quite as biga humbug as any of 
the trusts.

The use of the presidential flag originated with 
President Arthur. He first suggested it in the sfting 
of 1882, hisattention having been called to the fact 
that neaily every great power inthe world hada 
royal ensign, that is a tiag used to indicate tire pres- 
euce of its head or ruler on any vessel. The matter 
was laid before the cabinet, which made no opposi- 
tion, The president himself decided upon the de- 
sicn of the flag, which was to be a blue ground with 
the arms of the United Statesin the centre. It was 
then ordered by the navy department that this new 
flag should be placed on their lists, and hoisted at 
the main when the president was on board any 
yessel, It was first used on the occasion cf the 
president's tripto Florida in 1833, 


Poisonous Air in Wells. 

Epitors Constitution: Whatis the cause 
of the poisonous air, called choke-damp, in wells, 
and what will prevent it’? T. W. Coe. 

The poisonous air often found in wells, which fre- 
quently causes immediate suffocation to persous de- 
secnding Into them, is carbunic acid gas. It accu- 
mulates in the bottom of wells simply because ft is 
much heavier than atmospheric air, and settles into 
them by the force of its own weight. Itis largely 
absorbed by water, and thus rendered harmiess, and 
for this reason most frequently accumulates in old 
wells where there is little or no water. It is always 
advisable when about to descend into a well which 
has not been ysed for some time, or onein which 
the water has become quite low, to let downe 
burning candle first. If the air in tho 
well is heavily charged with carbonic acid 
the light will go out, and as a rule it 
may be said that when there is not enough oxyg 
in the air to sustain the combustion ofa candle- 
wick this air cannot be safely breathed by human 
lungs. When the air of wells is too impure-to enter 
it may become purified by agitating so as to drive 
part of the carbonic acid gas out of the well and 
drawing in atmospheric air to dilute the remainder. 
This is most frequently done by exploding a charge 
of gunpowderin the well. A simpler means of 
purifying the air is by -@ vering a vessel containing 
ignited charcoal nearly to the bottom. Red-hot 
coals have the properiy of absorbing many times 
their bulk of this gas, and when cooled they may 
be drawn up, ignited, and lowered again. A well 
in which a candle would not burn witbin twenty- 
six fect of the botcom has been purified by this plan 
ina fewhbours, Turning a stream of water into the 
weil will also soon absorb the injmions gas; or, if

Epirors CONSTITUTION: Give an explana- 
oy of the mirage, the cause thereof and —_ a 
e. as 

The cause of the mirage is extremely simple. It 
is merely the difference in density of contiguous 
strata of the atmosphere. It usually occurs when 
from any cause, as the radiation of heat from the 
earth the stratum of air lying near the surface of the 
earth in any locality, is rendered less dense than 
the stratum above it. In thiscase rays of light from 
a distant object situated in the denser medium— 
that is, a little above the earth’s eurface—will stnke 
the rarer surface at a very obtuse angle, and be re- 
‘fiected backward. ‘Thus, ifaspeciator is situated 
on an eminence and looking at a distant object 
in the same stratum of air, he wi!) 
see the object by direcily transmitted 
rays, and, besides this, rays from the 
object will be reflected from the upper 
surface of the rarer stratum of air beneath 
The image produced will be below the 
real object and inverted. In certain states of the 
atmosphere only a part of the rays are reflected, 
and thus two images are formed, one by refraction 
aud one by reflection, the first erect, the second in- 
verted.

The oldest newspaperin the United States i 
the Weekly Massachusefts Spy, published at Worces.- 
ter, Mass, This was established at Boston, March 3, 
1771, by Isaiah Thomas, the historian of American 
printing. It was removed to Worcester in 1775, 
where it hasbeen issued eontinuousiy ever since. 
2°. Among the ancients the «0 ner-stones of public 
buildings were laid with imposing ceremonies. The 
historian Tacitus describes very fully the laying of 
the corner-stone atthe rebuilding of the capitol of 
Rome. A procession of vestal virgins, robed in 
white, surrounded the stone, and conse- 
rafed it with libations of living water. A 
praycr to the gods followed,’ and then the magis- 
trates, priests, senators, and knights laid hold of 
the ropes and moved the mighty stone toits proper 
position. In a hollow cut in the stone were placed 
ingots of gold, silver, and other metals, which had 
The ancient Jews 
also performed ceremonies at laying of the corner 
stone. Withthemthis stone was considered an 
emblem of power; doubtless because toinsure the 
stability. of a building very large stones wefe used 
forthe corner, The rite was taken up by the order 
of Free Masons in medieval times, and thus broucht 
down to modern days. As observed by them, every- 
thing connected with it issymbolical. The form of.

Who Gives His Impressions of Southern 
California—Los Angeles Lots at 32,000 g 
Front Foot. 


Colonel John B. Goodwin, who returned nog 
long ago from southern California, has given 
at the request of Tue Constitution, his opin. 
ion of the country, and interesting notes op 
fruit and ostrich growing. 

He said in reply to questions: 

“The trip to and from California, as also 
sojourn there, was full of interest, To y 
that coast and see that far-off mysteriong 
ocean, Of which I had read and heard 
my boyhood days, was to realize what 
hitherto appeared to me as¢mpossible in my 
personal experience. 

“In many respects the resources and appear. 
ance of that region were equal to expectation 
while in others, previous impressions and mis. 
apprehensions were removed. 

“The fine climate and productive soil arg 
there, but to the man of moderate means it ig 
not an inviting field for the reason that the de. 
sirable lands can only be had at prices which 
he cannot poy. This applies especially to 
friut growing, as well as to general farming 
land.

nia. At a ‘pomological exhibition there I 
found the finest display I had ever seen. To 

ield and variety there would seem to be no 

Astograpesand pears the <« uality ig 
certainly all that could be desired, With re- 
sey to oranges and melons, I do not think 
the first as delicious as the Florida growth, or 
the latter as sweet and pleasant as our Georgia 
ate The orange interest, however, ig 

vecoming extensive and important in southern 
California, and groves are to be found liberal- 
ly in the suburbs of the cities and towns, ag 
well as in the country. At this season 
of the year, (or rather in the latter part 
of September,) we found the oranges on the 
streets not yet matured, dark, and about the 
size and very much resembling in appearance 
the ordinary rabber ball. The groves were 
beautiful and greatly admired. The numerous 
and extensive vineyards too, were attractive, 
and the subject of much interest. 

—LOS ANGELES. 

“This city is justly regarded as the metropolis 
of southern California and is beautiful fog 
situation and delightful in climate. It has a 
population of about 80,000 and is rapidly 


growing. The great “boom”’ of a year ago in- 


real estate trading has abated and prices are not 
so high for residence property now as then, but 
much higher now than similar property in At- 
lanta. In the business center of the city, the 
few vacantlots remaining are held at abou 
two thousand dollars per front foot. The city 
has within its limits some as fine residences, 
gardens and grounds as one could wish to see 
—such as to suggest the abode of nabobs ag 
Spanish grandees. 
SEASIDE RESORT. 

“Tos Angelosis only nineteen miles from the 
Pacific ocean, and Santa Monica is a conve. 
nieut and popular resort for recreation and 
surf bathing, and the good railroad facilities 
make it easily accessible. The short ride 
thither is lined on either side with orchards, 
groves and vineyards. At the beach an overs 
coat is not uncomfortable in summer. 

AN OSTRICH FARM. 

“Strange, distinct and unique is the ostrich 
farm, situated eight miles from the center of 
the city of Lose ngeles, in a beautiful little 
valley sheltered on two sides by spurs of the 
Sierra Madre range of mountains. <A small 
party of us reached it by private conveyance, 
arriving there late in the afternoon. Verily it 
seemed romantic, ahd I feit as if in a strange, 
foreign land, the surroundings being so differ- 
entfrom anything I had ever encountered be. 
fore. There we found about sixty or seventy 
of these great birds, distributed in six or 
seven high but uncovered enclosures, 
each enclosure being ap acre or more 
in extent. ‘The keeper of the farm 
gave us his method of caring for and feeding 
them, the details of which I cannot attempt 
to give, but recall that he remarked that a 
stroke from the foot of one of them was capa~ 
ble of producing death and that care had to be 
exercised in coming in contact with them. 
The birds grow rapidly and we were surprised 
when told that some of them about four feet in 
heigth were but a few months old—spring 
chickens, soto speak. The eggs of these birds 
when sold, command fancy and extravagant 
prices, and each egg is about the size of a ten 
year old boy’s head. The climatefis regarded 
as adapted to the growth of the ostrich, 
the feathers of course, find ready 
market, and the experiment of 
raising them satisfactory as to this farm, 
Besides, being situated so nearthe city and 
having such a constant stream of visitors, cach 
or nearly all of whom contribute something td 
the farm treasury, for the privilege of the in« 
spection. I should think that from this source 
alone the expenses of the farm could be met, 
but as to this could not speak definitely. Teo 
what extent this new enterprise on our shoreg 
will be develobed and found profitable, timé 
only can demonstrate. I know it has been sugs 
gested from supposed authority on the subject 
that both California and Florida were adapted 
to the ostrich, but whether any efforts have 
been made to testitin Florida I am not adé 
vised.’’

She hada 
happy home and loving parents, and for the 
sake of her kindred and their respected name, 
she would not tell her’s. During her last mo- 
ments, when death had set his seal upou her 
face, she made one desperate effert to speak, 
but could not, and thus she passed away, ina 
house of shame, among strangers, the inno- 
rent victim, perhaps, of man’s deception. 
Nellie Hamilton thinks that possibly, when 
she struggled so hard to speak in _ her last mo- 
ments, that she intended revealing her iden- 
tity. his is mere conjecture, however.

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York Can be Oarried—Congressmen 
Pining for Adjournment—Other 
Gossip From the Capital. 


WASHINGTON, October 15.—{Special.}—The 
government employes here are coming up 
gobly with their subscriptions to the demo- 
sratic campaign fund. Chairman Barnum 
succeeded in impressing upon them that funds 
were necessary. He assured them that the re- 

blicans have a large fund which they intend 
to apply in the places where it will do the most 

during the last several days of the can- 
yass, and that the democratic committee must 
have money to counteract the effect of the 
funds at Chairman Quay’s disposal. They re- 
alized this and have come forward splendidly 
already with their contributions. No one has 
been assessed, nor has any attempt been made 
to force any one to suliscribe. They were just 
notified that money was needed, and they are 
now subscribing it almost as fast as it can be 
received. 

It is understood here today that the republi- 
cans intend to concentrate all their efforts 
upon New York; that they can afford to lose 
Indiana if they can carry New York, and 
every appliance of modern politics is to be used 
in the empire state to meet the heaviest charge 
that can be made in New York. 

Superintendent Horan, of the national 
museum, left Washington yesterday for Au- 
gusta to superintend the placing of the gov- 
ernment exhibits from that bureau at the 
national exposition, which opens in that city 
on the 8th of November. Major Charles 58. 
Hill,commissioner of the government exhibits, 
will also leave Washington for Augusta in a 
few days and hopes to have the government 
exhibit historical and ilfustrative at the func- 
tions of the bureau oftthe differentdepartments 
in readiness by the time the exposition opens. 

ANXIOUS TO ADJOURN. 

When Colonel Oates, of Alabama, intro- 

duced his resolution this morning for an ad- 
fournment of congress on Wednesday, there 
was much applause, coupled with cries of 
"Vote, vote, vote,’’ by the few members pres- 
ent. Every one entered into it, and it seemed 
evident from the press gallery that there was 
not a member who opposed it. However, 
Colonel Oates deemed it advisable not to de- 
manda vote until tomorrow. Before the ses- 
sion there had been an informal caucus on the 
adjournment question, attended by Senators 
Gorman, Harris, Hampton, Reagan, Morgan, 
Cockrell, and Representatives Mills, Turner, 
McMillin. and Speaker Carlisle. They had, 
however, come to no conclusion, as Senator 
Morgan was bitterly opposed to adjournment 
at all. The others, while favoring adjourn- 
ment, thought it best to wait a 
day or two for developments, and 
hen consider the matter again. Colonel 
Oates could see nothing to be gained by wait- 
ing, and on his own responsibility introduced 
the resolution referred to above. This resolu- 
tion had the effect of practically uniting the 
house in favor of an adjournment, and then it 
was that the members of the ways and means 
committee went to the senate to confer with 
the democrats there. 

While they were in the chamber. Senator 
Brown received recognition by introducing a 
petition, and said that he saw no reason why 
congress should remain in session, as it was 
syident to every one that} no quorum was 
present and no business could be transacted. 
He then concluded by asking Senator Allison, 
the author of the tariff bill, if there was any 
possibility of passing it before election, and if 
not were the republicans in favor of adjourn- 
ment ? 

Senator Allison replied that he saw no peossi- 
ble chance of passing|the bill by the time indi- 
cated, and that his side of the chamber were 
ready and willing to adjourn, It was under- 
stood that such a statement as the above from 
Senator Allison would practically settle the 
question of adjournment, but it seems that it has 
not, for Senator Morgan says ho is yet opposed 
to allowing the republicans to adjourn without 
taking action upon the tariff. He also says 
that other democrats of the senate are of the 
game opinion, although the majority favor ad- 
journment. Senator Morgan says he would 
not call ‘no quoranr’’ upon an adjournment 
resolution, but would vote against it, as he 
thinks it bad policy to adjourn at this time, or 
at any time, until the senate shall pass a tariff 
bill. Sénator Morgan further says that he 
does not believe the houso will pass the resolu- 
hon, 

Thus it will be seen that it is impossible to 
predict tonight, with any degree of certainty, 
as to when congress will adjourn. It might 
tdjourn this week. Certainly a very large 
majority is in favor of an immediate adjourn- 
ment, but as one man in either house. can pre- 
vent the will of the majority being carried out, 
congress may continue in session, without a 
recess, until the fourth of next March. The 
members of the ways and means committee, 

owever, say adjournment will be had this 

Week.
